It wasn’t opponents’ 
4-to-1 financial advantage 
that led Ohioans to crush 
a statewide issue Tuesday 
purporting to lower drug 
costs. 

“Money doesn’t buy 
elections. People are 
paying attention,” said 
longtime Ohio political 
consultant Curt Steiner, 
who managed the cam- 
paign against state Issue 2. 

“After taking aclose 
look, they made a decision 
to vote no.” 

Ohio voters crushed the 
ballot initiative by a 4-to-1 
margin, handing a huge 
victory to pharmaceutical 
companies that raised a 
state-record-breaking $60 
million-plus to defeat the 
proposal. The opponents 
had more than 79 percent 
of the vote with more than 
99 percent of the pre-
